Washington, D. C., Jan. 21.—[Spe- 
cial.]—The impossibility of insuring 
Chicago a safe water supply without 
a water diversion from Lake Michi- 
gan adequate to divert sewage down 
the sanitary district canal was em- 
phasized today,,by witnesses appear- 
ing in the Chicago water diversion liti- 
gation. | 

Harrison P. Eddy, internationally 
known specialist in the protection of 
water supplies and sewage disposal, 
testified that 8,500 cubic second feet 
diversion will always be necessary to 
safeguard Chicago’s health regardless 
of any expenditures that may be made 
for sewage treatment and water puri- 
fication plants. 

Such a system would cost more 
than $300,000,000 by 1955, he said, and 
without a water diversion would not 
give Chicago a satisfactory water sup- 


Adding the $300,000,000 for storm 
sewage construction to the cost of 
water purification would the 
total cost to Chicago ab&ve $600,000,- 
000, it was stated. 

George W. Fuller, New York sani- 
tary engineer, also said that unless 
a water diversion was provided suffi- 
cient to keep storm waters from flow- 
ing into Lake Michigan the water sup- 
ply .would at times be contaminated.
